SdMol Book Coatract Void. 

Two weeks ago we had an ar- 
ticle in the Timkb relating to the 
decision of Soperintedent Public 
Instruction concerning the school 
book law. In a leMer to County 
Supt. F. P. Tracy, among other 
things Mr. Fuqua says: 

"It will therefore be required 
of all counties havinj; such con- 
tracts for text books published by 
American Book Co. to discontin- 
ue their use from and after this 
date, and substitute tor such 
books the corresponding books of 
the State rniform Series. The 
penalties for using other books 
than the State Series, except each 
as are under leira! contract, are 
upon the County 8chuol Book 
Commission and teachers, the 
foriiier liciiiL' lialilc to a fine of 
from $100 to itto(K), and the latter 
(teachers) can not draw salary 
while using other honks tiian 
those under legal state or county 
contract.' This applies only to 
the publications of the American 
Book Co., at present. Other 
snits are pending against other 
companies and you will be ad- 
vised on the conclusion of these. 

The Ooart of Appeals holds 
that only one recovery can be 
made against any one company, 
and such recovery shall be for 
tiie full amount of the bond. 
Mason county has been awarded 
the full amount of American 
Book Company's bond and other 
•uita agaitist it will be useless."
